I have your letter of the 4th instant, relative 
to the installing of a furnace in the Mud Lake Indian Day 
School and also in the chureh on the Mud Lake Reserve, and 
furnishing a quotation which you received for the supplying 
and installing of same, 


In this connection I would refer you to your 
letter of February 22nd, last, and the Department's reply 
thereto of March end, It was understood at that time that 
a wood burning stove only was required for each of the above 
named services, to replace stoves of a similar type which 
were burned out. The Department did not understand from 
the letter referred to that it wae intended to replace these 
stoves with furnaces. 


In the resolution of the Mud Lake Band, which you 
forwarded, it ie noted that repairs only to the furnace in 
the chureh are to be paid from Band Funds. As the installing 
of these furnaces would be paid from different appropriations - 
the one in the school from the vote for Indien Education, and 
any repaire or 4 new furnace for the church from Band Funds - 
it would be necessary that separate quotations be obtained, 
It is noted that you furnished only one quotation - that of 
Archibald & Richmond, Plumbers, of Peterborough. The Depart- 
ment would like you, if possible, to ootain quotations from 
other firme in Peterborough or elsewhere for the supplying 
and inetalling of a furnace in the gchool, »nd slso for the 
making of any repairs or the installing of a new furnace if 
you consider same necessary, in the church. The cost of 
inetalling the furnace in the achool and church should be 
gtated separately. When we have further particulars 4s 
to the need of the furnaces ingteead of stoves, and the cost 
involved for each service separately, consideration will be 
given to authorizing having the work carried out. You 
should -ive this matter your prompt attention, in order that, 
if it ie decided to inst»11 new furnaces, the work can be 
completed before the extreme cold weather sete in.

Before leaving 
on my inspectional trip, I was instructed to examine the 
school furnace. I found it entirely iseless, and 
langerous to the building. It has been in use for 
twenty-five or thirty years. A new furnace is being 
installed at the present time. The Agent informs me that 
both teachers are giving very good service and that the 
pupils are making steady progress. Attendance is irregular 
especially in the fall and winter months owing to families

The Firepot and Shaking Arrangement

At the present time, the Department is using the Council 
hall for two classrooms. fe should vacate this property 
as soon as funds can be provided for the erection of a 
suitable school building.

I have your letter'of the 17th instant, enclosing 
a@ resolution passed at the regular meeting of the Mud Lake 
Band in Council, on the 17th ultimo, requesting thet the use 
of the council hall for school purposes be discontinued and 
that a new school building be erected. 


In this connection I have to say that the Depart- 
ment will have no funds during the coming fiscal year, 1935-36, 
to provide the cost of erecting a two-roomed school for the 
Indian children on the Mud Lake reserve, and it will therefore 
be necessary to continue the use of the council hall. The 
need for a new school building will not be lost sight of, but 
ite erection will depend upon Parliament providing funde for 
the purpose. The Department regrets any Sneenventonse caused 
the Council in having to use the old church as a council and 
conmunity hall. 


With reference to the matter of fire hazard in 

the exit by the stairway from the junior classroom on the 
second floor, used for school purposes, there would, no doubt, 
be certain danger if fire occurred, as the stairway might act 
as a flue in drawing the emoke and flames. I would request 
that you state if you would recommend the building of an 
outside covered stairway, with a door installed, leading into 
the classroom, and closing up or removing the present stairway. 
If 80, please submit an estimate of the cost of erecting an 
inexpensive stairway, supported by posts, on cement piers. If 
the expenditure would not involve a large amount, favourable 
consideration might be given to the erection of the outside 
stairway and discontinuing the use of the inside stairs. The 
cost of the erection of a properly constructed iron fire 
escape would not be much less than the building of the outside 
stairway. In winter, if the escape was covered with snow and 
ice, it would be dangerous for younger pupils. As this 
building will be required for school purposes for a consider- 
able period, it will be necessary to take precautions for the 
safety of the children, in case of fire. You should see that 

e janitor ie careful in keeping the furnace room clean and 
that no rubbish is allowed near the furnace.

Is it necessary to provide living accommodation 
for the teachers or can the teachers in charge of 
the Mud Lake school secure boarding accommodation 
at a reasonable distance from the school? The 
provision of teachers’ quarters would considerably 
increase the cost. 


I enclose building data form whieh you should 
carefully complete and return to me as soon as 
possible. If you recommen’ construction by dey 
labour you should state whether or not there sre 
Indians on the Reserve who could be employed and, 
if so, state their trade or if they could only do 
ordinary labour.

We find that the cost of a drilled well 
would$3.50 a foot. A dug well, tiled, would cost 
$7.00 a foot. As a dug well within 100 yards of the 
location where 1 would like to have the well 
located, is about 40 feet deep and on account of 
the uncertainty of securing water with a driven well, 
Mr. McKnight informs me that he has insufficient 
in his contingency fund to take care of @ well and 
insure water beyond a very moderate depth. In 
addition to the abo e costs, 1 believe there would 
be 10% for the contractor. 


Mr. McKnight has therefore asked me to 
state the facts and ask for advice.

Well at the Mud Lake Indian Day School, lL 
consider that a drilled well would be the more 
suitable as it would be completely closed in 
and be free from outside contamination and does 
not require the attention that a dug well would 
require from time to time, usually asa school 
well would not likely be used durine the summer 
months and if a well is not used, it is more 
liable to accumulate silt and other foreign matter. 


The usual type of well in this vicinity 
has been a dug well but most wells latterly have been 
driven. Arthur Whetung secured a loan last winter 
to have a well drilled on his property and it was 
necessary to go 60 et to get an adequate supply. 
Comparing this with a dug well of 40 feet and the 
cost of each would be $210.00 for a driven well and 
$280.00 for a dug well. This driven well was ina 
more rocky formation than exists in the vicinity of 
the school and it would appear to me that it might 
be possible to secure water at a shallower depth. 
The school site is approximtely 20 feet above 
the lake level but i am told this has not a great 
deal to do with the securing of water. 
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The Secretary, 


In talking to the different well 
drillers i learn that water cannot be guaranteed 
at any depth but that 60 feet is a fairly deep 
well for this vicinity. I know of one well, which 
was drilled this summer which went down 55 feet, and 
this was at a 100 yards distance from the lake and 
about 20 feet above the lake. 


in addition to the above costs there 
would be the cost of capping anithe cost of a pump. 


The only well drilier I know of in 
the County is Melville Crowe of Warsaw Post Office, 
Peterborough County. His services would be available 
and his price is $3.50 per foot for a driven well. 
He uses 5" pipe and has dug a considerable number 
of successful wells in the County and elsewhere.

is 43" by 716", This allows clearance on the edges. 

Two mats could be purchased,one for each entrance, but 

I am afraid it would be difficult to keep them placed and 
there might be the danger of the children tripping on them, 
T also had in mind two boot sqrapers but find these are not 
made but could be made up fory$1.50 by a black~smith.

With reference to your memorandum of the 
13th instant forwarding copies of letters received 
by the Indian Affairs Branch from their Indian Agent 
at Peterborough, regarding the blackboards and 
lavatories at the above, I may say that the Engineer 
who was in charge of this work has submitted the 
following information:-~- 


“The blackboards for this School are 
Black Asbestolite, as specified, and were 
installed according to manufacturer's directions. 
They are hung from the top and cemented to the 
sheathing. Some difficulty was experienced by 
the contractor with cement breaking loose from 
the board and more cement was obtained and used. 


"With reference to the ohemicel toilets 
these were of type as specified in the specifications 
and installed according to manufacture's directions. 
There are two 3" vent pipes to each tenk going up 
in the partition wall and joining in a larger pipe 
over the class room ceiling. These toilets were 
used but very little during construction and no 
odour was noticeable. 


"In both cases the contractor followed the 
manufacturer's instructions and carried out the 
work in e satisfactory manner." 


You will note that the installation of the work 
in question was carried out in accordence with the man- 
ufacturer's directions. However, as the work is not 
satisfactory, we are requesting the contractor to remedy 
the faults.

I desire to refer you to my memorandum of 
January 9 and your reply of January 20. On receipt 
of your memorandum we wrote to the Indian agent 
ay in a letter dated February 15 he advises as 
follows: 


“with reference to your letter 25-l1-5 of Jan. 
25th Mr. Wilfred, the emtractor for the Mud Lake 


Indien be Sehool, called me by telephone to get in 


touch with W.". Turner & Sons, Peterborough, sub- 
contractor, in connection with the chemical to‘ lets 
and from my conversation with Mr. Ford Turner of this 
firm I conelude that the present chemical equipment 
will never prove satisfactory. However, he is writing 
the manufacturer and will advise me when he receives 
word from them as to what can be done to improve the 
present unsatisfactory condition. 


"It ls doubtful whether any extensive work can 
be carried on under the present conditions as the ground 
is frozen to 4 depth of about 5 ft. and the road to this 
Reserve is being kept open with considerable difficulty. 


"The odour throughout the sehool has become so 
over powering that [ have instructed the teachers to 
@lose the tolletse and have had the two outhouses from 
the old school fitted with boxes and moved to a satis- 
factory location near the school as a temporary accon- 
modation. [I am also having the chemical tanks pumped 
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and flushed out. They will then be ready for any 
alterations thet may have to be made. 


“Tt had this work done as I was concerned 
about the health of the pupils and the danger of 
having the strong odour into the con- 
siderable amount of fibre b is used through 
this school. I do not think t 
$5.00 or $6.00." 


Apparently nothing more oan be done in regard 
to the indoor toilete until the fine weather arrives.

Memorandum: 


With reference to the toilet system installed 
at the above, the operation of whieh has been un- 
satisfactory, I may say that a new type, known as a 
Water Septic System, equal to that manufactured by 
the Canadian Sanitation Company, was specified in 
accordance with the recommendation in the building data 
form submitted by the Indian Affairs Branch for this 
pro ject. 


When the plans of thie building were being 
prepared the use of this system wes discussed between 
officers of the Indian Affairs Branch and this Service 
and an inspection was made of a similer system being 
installed in a new Separate School at Vankleek Hill, 
Ontario. Im this discussion it was pointed out by our 
officer that there was no evidence that a system of this 
type would operate satisfactorily. However, in view of 
the use of this system in other schools and the desire 
to obtain an inexpensive indoor system for use in larger 
Indian Day Schools where a piped water supply is not 
available, it was decided by the Indian Affairs officers 
to try the system at the Mud Lake School as a test case. 


Enquiries are being made by this Service to 
determine whether the failure of the Mud Lake system is 
due to the design of the equipment or to the manner in 
which it was installed; and also regarding the operation 
of the system et Vankleek Hill. 


A further report on this matter will be submitted 
as soon as we have received replies to our enquiries.

In tendering for the work herein contemplated the 
tenderers when called upon to enter into a contract will be 
pound to agree to and conform with the labour conditions

No workman employed upon the said work shall at any 
time be paid less than the minimum rate of wages, nor shall work 
more than the number of hours set forth in the following schedule:

1. The wage rates specified above are minimum rates only 
and nothing herein contained shall be considered as exempting 
Contractors from the payment of higher rates in any instance 
where such higher rates are fixed by provincial legislation. 


Where by provincial legislation or by agreement or current 
practice, the working hours of any class of workers are less 
than 44 hours per week, such lesser hours shall not be exceeded 
en this work. 
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2. Where there are special circumstances which in 
the judgment of the Minister of Labour make it expedient that 
he should do so, he may decide what are the current or fair 
and reasonable rates of wages for overtime, and what is the 
proper classification of any work for the purposes of wages 
and hours. Immediately upon receipt of notice of any decision 
of the Minister of Labour hereunder the Contractor shall adjust 
the wages and hours of classification of work so as to give 
effect to such decision. In case the Contractor shall fail so 
to do, or fail at any time to pay to any employee or employees 
for any services performed or for any hours of labour wages 
according to the rates set forth in the schedule or fixed 
therefor by the Minister of Labour hereunder regarding over~- 
time and classification, the Minister of Labour may authorize 
and direct the Minister to pay any such wages at the rates 

so fixed and to deduct the amount thereof from any moneys 
owing by the Government to the Contractor and any such payment 
shall for all purposes as between the Contractor and the 
Government be deemed and taken to be payment to the Contractor, 
and the Contractor shall be bound in every particular by any 
such authority, direction and payment as aforesaid. 


3. For the protection of the workmen employed, the 
Contractor shall post and keep posted in a conspicuous place 
on the premises where the contract is being executed, occupied 
er frequented by the workmen, the Schedule inserted in this 
contract, also the preceding paragraph (2) and any decision of 
the Minister of Labour made thereunder. 


4. The Contractor shall keep proper books and records 
showing the names, trades, and addresses of all workmen in his 
employ and the wages paid to and time worked by such workmen, 
and the books or documents containing such record shall be open 
for inspection by the Fair Wages Officers of the Government at 
any time it may be expedient to the Minister of Labour to have 
the same inspected. 


5. The Contractor shall not be entitled to payment of 
any money which would otherwise be payable under the terms of 
the contract in respect of work and labour performed in the 
execution of the contract unless ami until he shall have filed 
with the Minister in support of his claim for payment a state- 
ment attested by statutory declaration, showing: (1) the rates 
of wages and hours of labour of the various classes of workmen 
employed in the execution of the contract; (2) whether any 
wages in respect of the said wark and labour remain in arrears; 
and (3) that all the labour conditios of the contract have 
been duly complied with; nor in the event of notice from the 
Minister of Labour of claims for wages, until the same are ad- 
justed. Tho Contractor shall also from time to time furnish 
the Minister such further detailed information and evidence 
as the Minister may deem necessary in order to satisfy him 
that the conditions herein contained to secure the payment of 
fair wages have been complied with, and that the workmen so 
employed as aforesaid upon the portion of the work in respect 
of which payment is demanded have been paid in full. 


6. In the event of default being made in payment of 
any money owing in respect of wages of any workmen employed on 
the said work and if a claim therefore is filed in the office 
of the Minister and proof thereof satisfactory to the Minister 
is furnished, the said Minister may pay such claim out of the 
moneys at any time payable by His Majesty under said contract 
and the amounts so paid shall be deemed payments to the Con- 
tractor. 
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7. These conditions shall extend and apply to 
moneys payable for the use or hire of horses or teams, and 
the persons entitled to payments for the use or hire of 
horses or teams shall have the like rights in respect of 
moneys so owing them as if such moneys were payable to them 
in respect of wages. 


8. With a view to the avoidance of any abuses which 
might arise from the subletting of contracts it shall be 
understood that subletting, other than such as may be 
customary in the trades cmcerned, is prohibited unless the 
approval of the Minister is obtained; subcontractors shall 
be bound in all cases to conform to the conditions of the 
main contract, and the main Contractor shall be held respon- 
sible for strict adherence to all cmtract cmditions on the 
part of subcontractor; the contract shall not, nor shall any 
portion thereof be transferred without the written permission 
of the Minister; no portion of the work to be performed shall 
be done at the homes of the workmen. 


9. All workmen employed upon the work comprehended 
in and to be executed pursuant to the said contract shall be 
residents of Canada, anless the Minister is of opinion that 
Canadian labour is not available or that other special circum- 
stances exist which render it contrary to the public interest 
to enforce this provision. 


10. In the execution of the work to be performed, 
the contractor shall employ Indian labourers and skilled work- 
men from the Rice Take Indian Ageney, Province of Ontario, to 
the extent that such is available and competent. Where other 


labour is required, the contractor shall employ reasonable 
quotas of returned soldiers and local workmen. 
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EXCAVATION 


SITE CLEARANCE: The Contractor shall clear the site of the build- 
ing of all obstructions, including trees and their roots as ne- 
cessary for the proper carrying out of the work. 


Existing trees and shrubs in the vicinity of the 
works shall be protected as directed by the Engineer against 
damage during the progress of operations. 


STAKES AND BATTER BOARDS: The building shall be accurately laid 
out and such stakes, batter boards, etc., as required properly set. 


SOD AND SOIL: Carefully remove all sod and top soil as directed 
by the Engineer over the area of the building and for five feet 
beyond on all sides and pile near the works where directed. Such 
soil may be used for grading as directed after completion of the 
building. 


GENERAL EXCAVATION: Excavate all earth, stone, rock and other 
materials for basement, footings, foundation walls and such other 
work as required to the proper depths, forms and sizes. Footings 
shall rest on suitable undisturbed level bottom. The excavations 
shall be sufficiently wider than the foundation walls for proper 
form construction and waterproofing. Excavations shall be kept 
free of water. 


BACK FILL: After construction of walls, eto., all remaining 
excavated areas shall be back filled with suitable approved 
material, well puddled and rammed at each foot in height to within 
one foot of top of grade. 


GRADING: The earth, etc., removed from the excavation shall be 
graded and levelled to approval and then covered with top soil to 
level directed by Engineer. All excess earth and debris shall be 
removed from the site and disposed of where and as directed. 
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DRAINAGE 


WEEPING TILE; Lay 2 drain of 4" segricultural weeping tile com- 
pletely around basement foundation walls at bottom of footings 
as shown on drawings with branch lines 6'0" long running through 
footings and under basement floor slab where indicated. here 
each of these branches passes through footings, they shall be of 
4" cast iron pipe of same length as width of footing. 


Weeping tile shall be laid with 1/8" open joints 
protected with tar paper strips 4" wide and then covered with not 
less than 12" of broken stone and gravel. 


CATCH BASIN: Construct catch basin of concrete in position 
shown, or where directed by the Engineer, and connect with weep- 
ing tile drain.

VITRIFIED TILE: Lay a drain of best quality 4" vitrified salt 
glazed, earthenware pipe, from catch basin to sump. If the ex- 
tent of this drain is not indicated, the Contractor shall include 
in his tender price an amount for installing seme to any point 
selected by the Engineer within 100'0" of the building.

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CONCRETE AND MASONRY 


GENERAL: Construct all concrete, masonry work and other such work 
as may be required for the proper erection of the building of the 
full size and as indicated on the drawings. 


FORMWORK: All forms in contact with concrete shall be of dressed 
lumber, sound and free from knot holes, cracks, etc,, thoroughly 
braced and wired to prevent bulging and sagging, so that conorete 
work will be true to form and line. The forms must be olean and 
free from shavings and foreign matter before concrete is placed. 


PIPES AND DUCTS: Formwork for any openings for pipes, ducts, 
conduits, eto., required shall be set before concrete is poured, 


NAILING BLOCKS: Any nailing blocks shown on drawings shall be 
of the size shown and spaced as indicated. 


GRAVEL: Only approved gravel shall be used. It shall be composed 
of sharp, clean sand free from loam, dirt and organic matter and 
stones not larger than will pass through a 2 1/4" ring. If 
Suitable gravel is not obtainable, crushed stone of similar size 
and sand that will pass through a 1/4" sieve shall be used. 


Stones used in reinforoed concrete shall not be larger 
than will pass through a 3/4" ring. 


CEMENT: All cement used shall be Canadian "Portland" of best 
quality to conform to the Standard Specification for cement 
adopted by the Canadian Engineering Standards Association. Only 
fresh cement shall be used and it must be stored when on the site 
in a weathertight place. No cement that, in the opinion of the 
Engineer, is defective will be accepted. The Contractor shall, 
at his own expense, make all tests of cement and concrete that 
may be directed by the Engineer. 


MIXING: All concrete shall be thoroughly mixed, preferably in 
a mechanical mixer, in the proportions specified. Only clean 
water from approved sources shall be used. Each batch shall 
be mixed at least one minute in a mechanical mixer or to the 
approval of Engineer if mixed by hand. 


PROPORTION: All concrete shall be mixed in the proportion of one 
part cement to six parts gravel. The water, including aggregate 
moisture, shall not exceed 5 1/4 gallons per sack of cement. If 
crushed stone is used, proportion shall be one part cement to two 
parts sand and four parts crushed stone. A reasonable proportion 
of stone fillers may be used if approved by the Engineer. Such 
stones shall be clean and sharp and shall not penetrate more than 
half the thickness of the walls nor be set within two inches of 
faces. 


PLACING: All concrete shall be deposited within fifteen minutes 
of mixing. It shall be spaded and rodded so as to minimize air 
spaces and produce smooth surfaces when the forms are removed. 
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After forms have been removed, any voids found 
shall be filled ami the top of walls, ete., brouzht to 
a true level with mortar of one part cement to three 
parts clean sharp sand. 


Kxposed surfaces of conorete shall be protected 
from too fast drying for a period of at least seven days 
after being deposited. 


FOOTINGS: Footings shal be of size shown, laid on solid 
bottom at depth indicated on drawings. 


Tops of footings under wood posts in besement shall 
project 3" above finished floor and shall have a layer of 
S-ply asphalt roofing between conerete and bottom of post.

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EXTERIOR AND INTERIOR PAINTWORK: THREE COAT WORK. 


All paintwork is to be carried out in accordance 
with the best practice for three coat work. Before priming 
coat is applied all knots and sap wood shall be given a coat 
of pure orange shellac. 


After priming coat has been applied and permitted 
to dry, all nail holes, cracks, and other defects shell be 
filled with linseed oil and whiting putty, and the work 
sanded smooth and wiped clean.

GLAZING: All glass throughout the building shall be double 
diamond, properly installed by bedding in putty and finishing with 
springs and putty or wood stops. 
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HOT AIR HEATING 


GENERAL: The Contractor shall provide all labour, and material 
and install a hot air heating system as hereafter described with 
hot air registers and cool air returns placed in all rooms, etc., 
in which such registers are indicated on the plans. 


The positions of registers may be waried if so recommended 
by the contractor for the better circulation of heat throughout 
the building. 


The system shall be complete in all respects and ready for 
continuous operation. All fittings and accessory materials not 
herein specified but necessary to complete the installation shall 
he furnished by the Contractor. 


The Contractor shall furnish the Department with a plan 
and schedule showing the layout and stating the size of all hot 
and cool air registers, leaders and ducts, the furnace (full 
description) and other apparatus proposed to be installed. No 
work shall be commenced until such plan and schedule have been 
approved by the Department. 


FURNACE: Furnish and set up complete in basement one first grade 
cast iron hot air Coal burning furnace of approved make with casing 
complete and firing tools. The furnace shall be located approxi- 
mately where indicated on plan and shall: be of ample capacity to 
heat and maintain the building in accordance with the guarantee 

as stated hereafter. 


SMOKE PIPE: Furnish and run a smoke pipe from the furnace to the 
flue. Pipe to be of No. 24 gauge galvanized iron full size cf 
collar of furnace. Pipe to be well supported and properly connect- 
ed to the chimney with air tight cast iron ring. 


COOL AIR SUPPLY: Run galvanized iron ducts for the cool air re- 
turns from the registers to the furnace. The cross sectional area 
of these ducts shall not be less than the combined areas of all 
leader pipes. 


HOT AIR LEADERS: Furnish and set up hot air leaders of ample size 
and made of bright I.X. tin or No.26 gauge galvanized sheet iron 
with side seams locked, and joints double seamed or lapped not 
less than 1¢ inches. All pipes shall be properly connected with 
the furnace registers and wall stacks and secured to ceiling or 
joists. All leaders to be provide with dampers located within 
two feet of Furnace casing. All leaders running within 12" of 
woodwork shall be covered with two layers of asbestos paper. 


Where a leader is run within one inch ef any woodwork the 
woodwork is to be covered with asbestos paper and tin or sheet 
iron over the paper. 


WALL STACKS: All wall stacks shall be of materials as specified 
for leaders and covered with not less than one thickness of as- 
bestos felt, weight, 12 lbs. per 100 aq. ft. 


BENDS; All bends in leaders and smoke pipe to be made with three~- 
piece elbows. 


GUARANTEE: The Contracter shall furnish a written guarantee that 
the furnace and heating equipment as installed by him shall be of 
sufficient capacity to heat all rooms with registers connected 
with the furnace to 70° Fahrenheit when the outside temperature 
is at the minimum normally experienced in the locality.

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My dear Mr. Scott,- 


I have recently received a 
letter from the teacher who was appointed to Chemong 
which leads me to enquire if something cannot be 
done to put the house at Chemong Lake in fit condi- 
tion for a family to live in. The information con- 
teined in Mr. Cork's letter is substantially as 
follows: - 

That the house was built over forty years 
ago by the New England Company, and connected with 
At was over one hundred acres of land, but when the 
Company withdrew, eight or nine years ago, the Indians 
bought the whole property for $2500 (Twenty-Five 
Hundred Dollars) and it now belongs to the Band. 
The teacher who served under the New Englend Company 
occupied the house for several years. After he left 
it was occupied by an Indian and his family, and this 
continued for some seven years. A part of the time 
this Indian paid $2 (Two Dollars) per month rent, 
The Indians now want Mr. Cork to take the house at a 
rental of $50 (Fifty Dollars) per annum. The house 
at one time was a good one, but is too large for an 
ordinary family, and is in a bad state of disrepair. 
There are a lot of sheds and stables but they also 
ere in a terribly dilapidated condition. It is thought 
thet no paint has been put upon the houge since the 


time it was built, and some of the floors are in very 
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Duncan C, Scott, Esy. 5EROMY a. 
very bad condition. The wall paper is hanging in 
tatters in most of the rooms, and in some places 
the plastering is off, The whole place is in an 
exceedingly dirty condition. Mr. Cork thinks it would 
take from $250 to $300 (Two Hundred and Fifty to Three 
Hundred Dollars) to put part of the house in a 
state fit for decent people to live in. The 
surroundings outside the house are all right and 
quite attrattive. Mr. Cork has not said anything 
to the Council, deeming it better, I suppose, that 
anything of that kind would have more weight if 
coming from the Department. 

You will readily see what all this leads to. 
We are very desirous of effecting an improvement 
in the Day School, and this, I think, Mr. Cork is 
capable of accomplishing; but if he is to remain 
it is essential that he have a reasonably comfort- 
able place to live in and this necessitates some- 
what extensive repairs. As we have no claim upon 
the property in any shape or form it is of course 
out of the question for use to underteke the necess- 
ary work. I sincerely hope and trust that the 


Department may be able to meke such representations 


to the Indian Council as "} tosult in having the 


dwelling and the necessary out-buildings put in 
thorough repair.

I looked carefully over the mission h use recently 
at Mud Late Reserve and find that the original 
amount of Three Hundred Dollars to Four Hundred 
Dollars suggested for repairs to same to be con- 
siderably out in my estimation. 


The house is a twelve room brick structure and 

it is to be regretted that it has gotten in to 

such a condition as it now stands. The biggest 
item that I can see in the repairing would be the 
whole roof re-shingled for which I am getting a 
quote. The walls are considerably blackened 

and the whole place needs re-decorating inside, 

The brick’on the north exposure needs re-pointing. 
The foundation looks very good indeed with the 
exception of one window having fallen taking 
part of the foundation with it. Otherwise the 
house is in wxcellent condition and it woul be a 
pity to let it go. I rather think it would be 
considerably larger than the teacher's require- 
ments. He went through it with me and he suggest- 
ed walling up part of it so that he could use about 
half, but I rather think this would be costly, 
unless temporary partitions were put in. ony 


I have approached several contractors to give me_a

About six weeks ago I looked over the property 

on the Mud Lake Reserve, known as the mission 
house. I find it is a very large house 

having about fourteen rooms not including sheds 
and it is in a very poor state of repair. 
Different Indian families have lived in it from 
time to time and left it in a very dirty condition 
that, combined with the age of the house am the 
use it has been put to has mde it a very costly 
item in my estimation to do anything with. The 
house was built in about 1865 and apparently has 
had nothing done to it since. This is the actual 
condition I found the house in, It needs 
shingling throughout and plastering throughout. 
The whole brick work needs re-pointing. The 
whole building needs re-flooring. It needs 
re-decorating as the walls are all smoked and the 
chimney is ina very bad state of repair. The 
north side of the foundation has fallen in to the 
extent of about 10 feet, the arch of a eellgr 
window having collapsed. The windows throughout 
need re-glazing and the house needs re-painting 
throughout. 


Now in the matter of seeing what I could do to 

put this house in livable condition or part of it, 

I went to one contractor and he estimated One 
Thousand Dollars, Because of the inaccessibility 
of the place and the necessity of hauling materials 
such a long distance it it difficult to get a

contractor to take over the work. However, 

I located a man in Lakefield who would take 
over the work and I am enclosing a letter and 
agreement stating what He would do and what he 
would expect in payment thereof and you will 
notice in his agreement that he has not wovered 
all the necessary work. 


In connection with your letter to Mr. Lewis, I 
would be Wery glad to co-operate with him in 
getting the work done. I certainly would be 
very doubtful of the amount of money he can have 
it done for, I realize that it is wetter to 
get some revenue out of this, but there again I 
do not think the Yepartment is getting sufficient 
rental if they invest anything near this amount 
although I think it would be an excellent thing 
to haveothe school teacher living on the Reserve. 
Mr. Lewis and his wife have been boarding at 

D. E. Whetungs as “r. Lewis has been doing since 
he came to the Reserve and although I appreciate 
him wanting to be in a house of his own, he 
certainly has not been inconvenienced as stated 
in your letter. 


I would suggest a representative from the 
Yepartment, if in this vicinity on any other 
mission, should call and look over this property 
before anything is done.

In reply I have to say that this house is the 
property of the Indian Band. In the Fall of 1926, after it 
had been unoccupied for some time, and as the teacher was 
unable to secure a suitable house on the Reserve, a consider- 
able amount was expended in repairing and fitting up same. 
When Miss Carveth, the present senior teacher, was appointed 
in September, last, the Agent informed the Department that 
the United Church missionary and his wife, who were recently 
appointed, were going to take the house and let Miss Carveth 
have two rooms, and that it would be necessary to fit up two 
rooms other than those occupied by the senior teacher. He 
was informed thet if Miss Oarveth lived with the missionary 
she could make whatever arrangement she wished regarding board, 
and that, as the house was to be occupied by the missionary, 
no rental should be charged by the Band for its use. We 
have no knowledge of the arrangements made between the teacher 
and missionary for her board sand rooms she should use. For 
any further information regarding this matter, I would refer 
you to Mr. V. M. Eastwood, Indien Agent, Peterboro, Ont.

I have had the honour to inspect, has been no small factor 


contributing to their present state of efficiency. I think then, 


that it is only necessary to point out to you some of the ways 


in 


which the present situation may be improved, to secure your active 


cooperation in bringing about the necessary improvements. 


The Lower Muncey school presents aifficulties not present 


in the other schools on the Reserve: the isolated situation 
in the centre of the Reserve, the unsuitable character of the 
school building, the lack of necessary accommodation for the 


teacher, sre all contributing causes making it a not attractive 
situation. Only someone possessed of the idea of being able to 


ao something towards the uplift of the Indian people will persist 
in carrying on the duties of a teacher in this school, and this we 


have in the present teacher - she possesses the combination of

that she finds it next to impossible to continue the work. 
I would then recommend that you use your best endeavour 


to get the Department to 80 increase her salary as to place her 


on the same basis ae the other teachers on the Reserve. 


I am satisfied you cannot do better than retain the services 
of Mrs. Phillips, if an increase of salary would do it. If you get 
an unsuitable person to take this position, one whose sole interest 


is money, you might better close the school.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
24th instant, in which you seek information in respect 
to the operation of the above-noted schools. 


You may remember that it was my intention that 
Miss Comfort should take charge of the Back Settlement 
School immediately following the Christmas holidays 
and that the Muncey School should be closed. This 
decision was based on the assumption that Miss Howe 
would remain at your office as clerk. As Miss Howe, 
however, has decided to ¢° back to her position as 
teacher at the Back Settlement School, I am not at 
all sure that the Muncey School should be closed. 
I am disposed to think that it might be in the 
interests of all parties concerned to permit it to 
remain open until the close of the present academic 
year. I have not in mind any school to which Miss 
Comfort could be appointed at that date. If you 
have not yet succeeded in securing a clerk would 
she be suitable for work at your office? You are 
more familiar with the pros and cons of the case 
and with local conditions than I am. You are 
authorized, therefore, to work out the best 
arrangements possible under the circumstances and 
gend forward to us your final decision.

This 
school was in a deplorable condition and had to be abandoned 
about two years ago. The pupils are now taugnt in the council 
chamber, which means that the members of the council have, for 
the time being a@t least, no place in which to meet. This has 
caused a certain amount of dissatisfaction. The old school 
should be dismantled and the lumber distributed to Indian for 
the repair of their homes, and a new school should be built.

In reference to Resolution No. l. At a meeting held 
4dmmediately following the regular monthly Council of the 
Munceys of the Thames, May Sth, a request was made, by 
resolution, to dispose of an old building situated on the 
school site of the Muncey Reserve. The building in 
question is in a very dilapidated condition, and my 
recommendation would be that the building be wrecked and 
usable material salvaged for other building ptrposes or 
sold by tender. However, before any action as to dis- 
posal be taken it is necessary to determine ownership. I 
therefore advised that the question be submitted to Ottawa 
to determine whether or not they hadvh< legal right to dis- 
pose of same, The following inscription is cut on @ 
marble plaque hanging in the building 


"This Mission School was erected A.D. 1887 by 
Hereditary Chief John B. Waubauno who 
collected the funds in England." 


If you have any information as to ownership a report would 
be appreciated. In any case, if the building is to be 
retained it mst be considered for extensive repairs, 
otherwise it will be a total loss. The older members of

The Alternative Service 
sent him out to Banff to work but that, of course, has beon closed 
ut. He is now engaged in ordinary uanual labour in tho city. I 
think you will agree with me that it is a waste of good material to 
have a teacher employed as this man is just now in manual labour - 
not that there is anything wrong with manual labour but we aeed 
teachers, Under the circumstances, that he is a conscientious ob- 
jector and that this status mst be disclosed where any School Board 
would employ him because they would have to enter into a contract 


ith Alternative Service, it is practically impossible for him to 
get a school, 


We are willing to employ him at Muncey - indeed, we are 
anxious to have him, I am convinced that he will not, in any way, 
hurt the Indian children, He is a young man of fine appearance and 
excellent character, We have on a number of occasions been in touch 
with Selective Service in connection with the employment of son- 
scientious objectors, and have received nothing but the most courteous 
consideration from them, However, I have reason to believe that Mr, 
festman or Mr, MeKinnon of the Department of Labour, who are the men 
in charge of this Branch, would like to have a request from some one 
higher up to permit Mr. Dodds to be employed as a teacher at Muncey. 
If Mr. Crerar would be good enough, as he did on 4 previous occasion, 
to ‘phone Mr, McNamara, asking that Mr. Dodds be made available for 
Muncey, I think the matter would be arranged in a minute, I hope 
Mr, Crerar will not be too busy to take twonor three minutes of his 
time to do that for me, The School is to reopen on the first of 
September and action should be taken right away.

In a letter dated February 19, Indien Agent 
Down writes as follows:<- 


"In this connection the teacher feele that he would 
rather board and lodge than be encumbered with the respons~ 
ibilities of housekeeping. I explained to him that he could 
arrange his own accommodation and whatever he did to make 
himself comfortable would be satisfactory to the Department. 
He therefore arranged to live and board with an Indian family 
which I had arranged for, as a temporary measure until the 
residence was ready. Under the circumstances it will not, 
at this tine, be necessary to purchase new furniture; neither 
will it be necessary to remove the furniture from the Nurse's 
apartment, unless Dr. Moore or Dr. McClenahan wishes it removed, 
You might take the matter up with Dr. Moore and advise what 
his wishes are." 


I would appreciate it if you would have a talk 
with the new teacher and let me know what you think of hin, 
I suppose if he wishes to live with en Indian family, there 
is not very much that we can do about it, but personally 
I think he will be more comfortable in the teacher's residence. 


You will note, from the latter part of the 
letter, that this matter of furniture again arises. I am not 
familiar with the situation regarding the nurse and the doctor 
at the moment, but unless the furniture is actually required 
and no other provision can be made, I think the furniture 
should be placed in the residence. It is quite possible that

‘The building should be remodelled 
and a room furnished in it for a teacher's residence as 
there is no suitable place in the immediate neighborhood 
where the teacher can board. 


If something of this kind is not done, it will 
be difficult to find a teacher to stay in this school and 
there are fine lot of pupils here to be taken care of.

The Public School Inspector, in a report on his inspection 
of the Lower Muncey Indian Day School in November, last, has drawn 
attention to the main school buildi He states that this build 
ing should be remodelled as it is not suitable for school purposes 
and ig difficult to keep warm. He recommends that a room be 
fitted up in the school building for the teacher's living quarters,

In this connection I would refer you to your letter of 
September 30th, 1927, forwarding the estimates for your agency. 
I have to request that you will again draw this matter to the 
attention of the Department early next Sor ne. giving full particulars 
as to the alterations you would regommend be carried out in this 
building in order to provide better classroom facilities and also 
a room for the teacher's liv quarters. It is noted that certain 
paint is required to the bu hding, and in Lapse aie Rv ee report 
as ask for, you should also state definitely what ting should 
be carried out.

I would wish to acknwledge your letter 7-4-5 of June 13, 
rerarding the toilet facilities of Lower Munesy Indian Day S chool 
and advise that there is 2 room at least 10Oft. square at the reer 
of this school in which the necessary closets could easily be 
installed 3s it would only need a 6ft. partition 10ft. long divided 
into two sections, 


The Kaustine Manufacturing Co. Ltd. at Dundas, Ont., is 
the firm that is installing closets in most of the white schools 
in Middlesex County and they submit 2 price of $390,00 for a 
complete toilet syste which includes two bowls, seats and covers 
with the necessery tamks, vent rive, etc. As this school has 
only 18 nurils at present and this number not likely to be 
ereatly inoressed in future, a single bowl for girls and 4 single 
bowl for hove would be sufficient and the whole cost of instalment 
inoludine the erection of the nartition would not be more than 
$315.00 at the most. 

The Kaustine firm also suprlies the service truck for the 
erptving of these tanks vearly at an additional cost of #1400 
which includes a years' supnly of chemical for refilline after 
the tank hos been rummed out.

that the fence sround the school yard on one side 
was in a bad statg of repair, also that one rane 
of glase 12" x 37" was broken and needs replacing, 


The roof of this school being of metal 
shingles has rusted considerable and to save it in 
future these shingles should be painted with a heavy

siderable number of the steel shincles are rusting

I would be of the opinion that $40.00

Dear Sir: 


I would beg to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter 7-4-5 of October 2lst regarding water supply 
at four of the Indian Day Schools at Caradoc Agency. 


In this connection I have made an 
inspection of the schools and the school grouhds around 
each and would beg to report as follows: 


Oneida No. 2 School 


At the present time and during the past 
several years water for use at this school has been obtained 
directly across the road from an Indian named Abram Williams. 
The Department has been paying ten dollars for the privilege 
of obtaining water for the school for the school term of 
September to June of each year. Mr. Williams can continue to 
supply this water if reimbursed for it at the above price. 
Water is very scarce in the locality of this school and 
therefore, if a well is dug on the grounds there would be 
little chance of striking good water. A filtered well would 
be necessary. A well about 20 ft. deep and five ft. in 
diameter could be dug. The water from thé roof of the 
school would be carried from the eavetroughing by means of 
a down pipe.to the ground where it would enter a trench 
containing gravel to filter it. This trench would be 
connected with the well on the school grounds. 


Bear Creek School 


The water used at this school is obtained 
from a good spring which is situated in lands near the school. 
I understand that water has been obtained from this source 
for many years. At the present time there is a 12 ft. well 
located on the school grounds. In accordance with instruction 
contained in official letter of July 7th last this well was 
cleaned out during the summer months and we were in hopes that 
water would come into the well which would be fit for drinking 
purposes. Apparently this well which was dug many years ago 
contains only surface water and was never used as the water 
was impure, The well does not contain any pump due to the 
fact that the water in it was never used, Since the well 
was thoroughly cleaned out in August, no water has yet come 
into it and therefore nothing further was done in connection 
with this well. In the first place it is too shallow and 
pricking in it is loose. Many bricks would have to be re- 
placed and the well deepened and as good wells are very 
scarce in this neighbourhood it is very doubtful if water 
would be procured in this old well.

In view of the condition of this old well 
it would involve considerable expense in repairing and 
deepening it and a new well could be dug here and the 
present one filled in. A filtered well the same as 
that described in this letter in connection with Oneida 
No. 2 School could be dug and if this were done no doubt 
a satisfactory water supply would be secured. 


River Settlement School 


At this school the water has been obtained 
from an excellent spring located near the school. Many 
Indians in the district surrounding this school obtain 
water from this spring. If the Department decide that 
a well is necessary on the school grounds I would suggest 
that a filtered well the same as described in this letter 
in connection with Oneida No. 2 School should be dug. Good 
wells are scarce in the locality of this school and it 
would be very unlikely that we would hit a good supply of 
water. Therefore a filtered well would be required. 


Lower Muncey School 


The water used at this echool is obtained 
from a well located about three hundred yards from the 
school on the side of a public road. Many other Indians 
obtain their drinking water from this well in which there 
is no pump. In view of the fact that thie well is located 
on @ road some distance from the school lot I would not 
recommend placing a pump in it as it would be broken before 
long with numerous Indians using it. Therefore a well 
would have to be dug on the school grounds and in all 
probability we would not strike sufficient water in this 
area so that a filtered well would have to be installed 
the same as at the above described schools. 


In accordance with the above it would, in 
my opinion, be necessary to install four new filtered wells 
if a supply of water for each school is to be obtained on 
the school lots. This would certainly entail a considerable 
expenditure as three of the schools have never been equipped 
with eavetroughing and this would firet of all have to be 
put on. The only school which has eavetroughing on at the 
present time is the Bear Creek school. The estimated cost 
of completely installing four wells with pumps at these 
schools would be as follows: 


Eavetroughing at 3 schools, approximately 250 ft. 
completely installed with down pipe $ 77.75 


Digging four trenches, filling with gravel 
@ $2.00 per trench 8,00 


Digging four wells each approximately 20 ft. deep 
and five ft. diameter (Indian labour at $2.50 per 
ft.) top on well included in this price $200.00 


One cord of gravel delivered in small lots to 
each of the four schools 10,90 


Three barrels of cement for top of well @ $2.80 8.40 


(Cont'd) 
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Bricks for the four wells - 6400 @ $14.00 mu $69.60 


Four pumps(Beatty) 4" cylinder with 14" pipe 
@ $15.00 each 60.0 


230 ft. of facer board to attach eavetorughing 
1" x 5" at $40.00 per M 9.20 


In putting down four filtered wells at 
these schools the total estimated cost is $463.05 which 
includes all labour and materials. 


It is my opinion that none of these schools 
are inconvenienced to any great extent because of lack of 
wells and this is particularly true at the River Settlement, 
Bear Creek and Lower Muncey Schools. There is an excellent 
spring very close to the River Settlement and Bear Creek 
Schools and there is a well on the side of the road near 
the Lower Muncey School. The pupils can easily carry one 
or two pails of water a day for use at the schools and I 
think it would be a good thing to have them carry the water 
to teach them to Be useful. I understand that these schools 
have been procuring water in this manner for several years 
in the past and they could continue to do so in future, 


The situation as far as water is concerned at 
the Oneida No. 2 School is more pressing as we have to pay 
ten dollars yearly for the water which the school obtains 
from Abram Williams and it might be a measure of economy 
to place a filtered well at this school and thus save this 
annual expense, 


Of course, if funds are available, it would be 
much more convenient and proper to have filtered wells in- 
stalled at each school but in my opinion neither the teachers 
nor the pupils at any of the four schools are suffering 
from lack of water. 


I might add that if the wells are to be dug 
it could be done by an experienced Indian well-digger of 
this Agency and his price of $2.50 per foot is less expensive 
than it would be if we were to have it done by White men, 


I trust that the information contained in this 
letter will be sufficient to enable the Department to arrive 
at a decision as to whether to install wells at these schools 
or not and I shall await your further inetructions in this 
matter.

I am in receipt of your very complete 
report regarding the water supply at four of 
the Indian day schools in the Caradoc Agency. 


The rtment is unable %o provide, at 
the present time, the funds that 11 be 
necessary to have a well at each of the schools 
but, in view of the special conditions existing 
at the Oneida No. 2 School, you may arrange for 
a filtered well. I presume that the cost of 
this will be slightly over $100.00. 


At the other schools the teachers should 
be encouraged to have the children carry the 
water to the sohool daily. This will not 
veges any very heavy effort on their part 
and may be considered as a patriotic duty to 
relieve the Department of expenditure.

Acts of vandalism are always more or less present 
where juveniles congregate, but recent happenings at 
the Oneida No. 3 Indian Day School have demonstrated 
a determined act of wilful damage. 


I have recently had some difficulty in locating 
and purchasing replacement glass for this school and, 
fortunately, before I could locate a man to put it in, 
some person or persons, adults or adolescents wilfully 
smashed every window in the school. The matter has 
been reported to the police and every effort has been, 
and is being made to determine the guilty party or 
parties, but to date we have been unsuccessful. 
Notices have been placed and residents in the 
immediate vicinity are angered by such acts and have 
promised to report any loitering on school property. 
Were it not for the fact that glass is in very short 
supply repairs could be made, but I have to close the 
school pending supplies. 


I find it very difficult to keep pace with 
routine and the ever increasing Agency duties and such 
matters are extreemly annoying. However, every effort 
will be made to secure glass and have the school re- 
opened as soon as possible.

I would acknowledge receipt of your 
letter of April 25th, File 7-4-6, dealing with the 
report of Mr. J. H. Sexton, Inspector of Public Schools, 
and concerning conditions at Lower Muncey School and 
would report as follows: 


1. According to the teacher, the date of visit 
of the Inspector was one of the coldest days 
of the winter and a small attendance was the 
result. There is at this school 15 on the 
roll and on my day of visit, April 1lth(being 
off duty during February and March) fourteen 
pupils were present and it is considered that 
this attendance is sufficient to keep this 
school open, although the enrolment does 
fluctuate due to the Indians moving around. 
This school also is the only one located on 
the Muncey Reserve of this Agency. 


The present classroom was considered best by 
the teacher, Medical Supt Muncey Council, 
parents of children and myself because it 
was considerably smaller than the old class- 
room. The present building was the lesser 
of two evils and it would have taken much 
more to repair the old building than the 
present classroom which was 4 consideration 
in removing to the present building as well 

as size and continuation of use of the present 
building is considered most satisfactory in 
the long run. 


Considerable repairs were made to the grounds 
and interior of the present classroom during 
the holiday period last Summer and in view 

of lack of funds then, repairs were kept to 

a minimum. Further repairs are necessary to 
the exterior of the building being the in- 
stallation of some new window frames and 
sashes and also the purchase of storm windows 
and some additional siding to stop all draughts 
and when this is done it should make this 
building a quite comfortable and satisfactory 
classroom. As in past years, 4 recommendation 
will be made in June for repairs that can be 
done during the présent Summer holidays. 


The teacher also reports to me 
that the caretaker was very inexperienced auring the 
past winter in her methods of firing a ceal furnacette 
and that she improved considerable toward the latter 
part of the winter and this improved the heating 
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conditions in the classroom. I would also inform you 
that both buildings, the old and the present classrooms, 
are very old and it will cost considerable in repairs 
in keeping them in shape and should an official of the 
Department be at this Agency at an early date, I would 
deem it a favour that an inspection be made of the 
Lower Muncey, River Settlement and Bear Creek Schools, 
all of which buildings are reported over 50 years of 
age and are going to cost the Department considerable 
for their repairs and upkeep in the future.

The old building which is used as @ class~ 
room was once @ council hall and, although it is too 
large for classroom purposes, to put in residence 
facilities there would cost a Lot of money and the 
building is hardly worth it. I believe the Depart- 
ment should consider an appropriation for a teacher's 
residence, and I have made a note for estimates. The 
Back Settlement teacher can always secure board in 
the neighbouring white community.

that she was entnaes to eonduct the school for one year 
from last Christmas, and though there was no written con- 
tract yet the verbal agreement sheuld be held as bind- 
ing on the trustee Ss. Moreover, Miss Meehan dees not 
appear to have done anything in violation ef the terms 
ef the agreement, except it be that she lived at Hagers- 
ville instead pf upon the Reserve, Hagersville being a 
considerable distance from the latter, and therefore it is 
alleged eccasioned Miss Meehan at times to be more or 
less ineapable to commence teaching argty reaching the 
school owing to fatigue, and in tet veather her cloth es 
being damp &e, It is alleged by you in your letter that 
efron the Labruwes hhad 6 fere® 
Miss Meehan was also coneequ entity, many times late in 
getting to school. Miss Meehan, however, denies this 
and states that she was only once late in reaching the

I have to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 
Sth instant, informing the Department that Miss Lewis, teacher of 
the New Credit Indian Day School, requests that her salary be paid 
monthly instead of in quarterly installments. 


In reply I beg to say that, owing to the large number of 
teachers, it is the policy of the Department to only pay salaries 
at the end of each quarter, upon receipt of quarterly returns, und 
we are not prepared to make any exception in the case of Miss 
Lewis. We will, however, allow her an advance equal to one-half 
of her quarterly salary, upon a request being made for the same. 

It is hoped that this arrangement will be of assistance to Miss 
Lewis in her financial affairs, ani that she will feel satisfied to 
remain, if an advance is made her each quarter. 


With reference to the case of the Six Nations’ sehools 
mentioned by you, I beg to say that these schools are conducted 
under a school board. The grants from the Department are forward- 
ed quarterly, ani from this the board arranges to pay the teachers 
monthly. The bonus, under the terme which it is paid, can only 
be paid quarterly. 


You should advise Miss Lewis accordingly, and inform the 
Department as to whether the above arrangement for the granting of 
an advance will be satisfactory to her.

Day School. Mise lewjs, the teacher, hae resided with the 
Miesionary, Rev. Mr. Drew, and there hae been friction. She 
intends to resign at the end of the present quarter. She has 
taught for the Department since September, last, is nervous, 
and petulant. It will be no loss to our work when she leaves. 
There were 14 present at the time of my visit. The building 
wae in very good condition. No residence is provided. 


It ie extremely desirable to have a teacher who 
will be congenial company for the resident missionary and hie 
wife, because the parsonage is practically the only desirable 
boarding place in the vicinity. I have made overtures on file 
to both the Agent and the Missionary, in connection with the 
appointment of a teacher for the next school year.

The attention of the Department hae been drawn to 
the case of several of the pupile of the New Credit Indian 
Day School, who @re very irreguier in their attendance. The 
names of: theee children are Ruben Herkimer, James Sault and 
Frances Laforme. 


In the case of the firet named, Ruben Herkimer, 
thie boy remains away from school whenever he chooses. He 
4e stated to be 12 yeare of age and ie absent about two- 
thirds of the time. Jamee Sault is a eon of the truant 
officer, and ie reported to be an inveterate truant, despite 
the actions on the part of his father to have him attend. 
The mother of Frances Laforme keeps this girl away from 
aechool without any reasonable excuse. The home eurroundinge 
are stated to be deplorable. 


It ie considered that it would be advieable to 
take the neceseary action to have these children placed in 
a@ residentiel school. If the parente refuse to sign 
applications for their admiesion, steps will be taken under 
Section 10 of the Indian Act to have them committed to a 
regidential school. If these children are Protestant, they 
could be placed in either the Mohawk Institute or the Mt. 
Elgin Induetrial school. 


I wail be pleased to have a report from you 
regarding this matter and your opinion es to whether you 
would recommend that the action mentioned above be taken. 
Ae an example to the other Indian parents, and in the 
intereete of the children themeelvee, it ie thought that 
thie would be the best course to adopt.

Before the council meetin sterday I visited the 
school(NewCredit) thet+t was fifteén pupils present,which 
I considered a fair attendance when the roads are in such 
bad state. 


We have a splendid teacher and if the pupils will attend 
regular they are sure to make good progress, 


Now I propose to make an example of two of worst delin- 
quints.Reuben Herkimer lives in the secondhouse east of the 
school,less than I00 rod@ from the school,has a son nine 
yeara of age,who has been very irreguiar,he has been 
warned by the truant office,after a warning he will only 
attend for a day cr two and then quit,when I spoke to his 
father hie only excuse wie that he had no shoee,although 


the father has a good 100 acre farm and older boy about 
TS or 20, 


Wm.H.Laform lives on the S.d.of Lot 5 Con.I. Tuscarora, 
His son only attends occasionally although he has been 
warned by the Truant officer and myself,his mother simply 
says the boy is sick,but they do not get a doctors certifi 
cate,and the boy is able run around the neighbour hood, 


The Mounted Police ride past both places occasionally 
I want them to notify the parents that unless theyget a 
doctors certificate,the boys must go to school and if 
they fail when they call again they will taken and placed 
in an industrial school where they will attend. This 
would have a good effect on all parents and pupils on 
thie reserve, 


I do not know if the Police would take orders from me 
or not,they say they have nothing te do with this reserve, 
If not I will ask Col.Morgan give them the order,

I wish to refer to recent conversation 
in regard to salary paid Winfred Bacher, teacher 
of the Mississaugas of the Credit Indian Day Sehool; 
also salaries paid teachers of the Indian day 
schools on the Six Nations Reserve. 


Mr. Bacher was appointed teacher ae from 

September first, 1931, with salary at the rate of 

O per teaching month. This salary has been 
subject to the 10% out since April firet, last. In 
compliance with the Salary Deduction Act, 1952, and 
regulations of the Treasury Board, it ie not possible 
to make any increase in salaries during the present 
fiseal year. No exception oan be made to either 
> an inerease or to exempt any salary from the 
O% cut. It is gonsidered that the Salary paid Mr. 
Bacher compares favourably with that paid teachers 
in the surrounding rural white schools having 
Similar qualifications to his ani as large an enrol- 
ment of pupils ae at the New Credit Sehool. 


Regarding salaries of teachers on the Six 
Nations Reserve, previous to April first, 1929, all 
these salaries were paid from the funds of the Band. 
Sinee that date, however, the salaries of the Six 
Nations teachers have, the same as in the case of 
@ll teachers in the other Indian schools in Canada, 
been paid from Parliamentary Appropriation. The

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salary of the Six Nations teachers was set by the 
Sehool Board at the time payment was made from 
their funds, and the same seale has been continued. 
A teacher having at least second class professional 
qualifications receives a minimum salary of i 000, 
which, after a year's service, is inoreased 6 per 
annum until the maximum, viz.: $1,200, is reached. 
Dari the present fiscal year, however, all 
salaries of teachers on the Six Nations Reserve 

are subject to the 10% cut, and no increase was 
granted. Indians are engaged as teachers as far 

as possible. When the services of an Indian 
teacher, who has not the minimum qualifications, 

are engaged, the salary allowed in such cases is 

at the rate of $900 per annum. I may add that the 
Six Nations are the only Band in Canada which have 
their own School Board. While all salaries and 
appointments made by the Board are subject to the 
approval of the Department, yet, owing to oiroum- 
stances on this reserve, we rarely take exception 
to the appointment of a teacher made by the Board 
or in salary which, as stated, was set when salaries 
were entirely paid from the funds of the Band. 


In schools other than the Six Nations, 
teachers are engaged at a remuneration based on 


qualifications - the salary paid depending more or 
less on the supply of teachers.

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SPECIFICATIONS. 


For the Kreetion of a School House upon the Keserve of the Miss- 
issmigas of the Credit Township of Tuscarora, Gounty of Brant, 
Ontario. 


General. 

The building to be a frame, with red brick veneering, trimmed 
with tite briek; having two porehes md a bell tower. 

The main building to have m inside masurement of 35 X 20 
feet; the porches inside masuromnt of 6 X 8 feet. The walls 
of main building to be 14 feet high. 

Excavations. 

The exeavations far the foundations of the walls of main build- 
ing and porches to be not less than 3' deep, and for the centre or 
dwarf wall not less than 1’ deep. 

The Foundation.
